The facts of the case are thesc, according 
tothe best information we can get: They are all 
essentiaily one tribe, and if the Ottocs will harbor 
and unite with the Omahas,—steal, rob, and plun- 
der together; and of course share the spoils in 
common ; the Government, in our view, should 4’. 

rect an abatement from the Ottoe Annuities for 
any Indian depredations committed on this frontier. 

It is not a little sine iar, after poor men have made 
upplication for redress, for losscs of. property sus- 
tained, the very facts and property identi= 
fied, that nothing can be done about it. The hun- 
dreds of head: of cattle, many horses, mules, 
that have been killed and stolen by these “ Red 
Skins,’’ on this frontier, is enough to awaken an 
indignation on this ‘side sufficiently strong to shoot 
every Indian that steps upon this bank, and even 
to organize a company, and go over and wipe 
out their villages, and them too if they canbe 
found. Add to this, the fact ; that they. euter un- 
protected houses, and rob them of every thing most 
valuable, which we hear they have done to Council 
Poiut. Sat fire to the prairie last fall and burned 
up hundreds: of tons of hay,much grain, and miles 
of fenee, laying completely naked several of our 
finest farms. 

For all these aggressions and losses, not one dime 
has any sufferer ever received to our knowledge. 
We are sorry to find fault ; yet we should like to 
know if it is not the duty of.an Agent te look a 
little to the interests of the whites when they are 
repeatedly plundered and robbed by the Indians of 
his charge, and to make such reports or. represen- 


| tations to the Government as will insure redress, at 


least, to some extent. When men have lost thcir
